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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 
January 1, 1956 through December 31, 1956 

In the Public and Parochial schools of West Rutland there 
were 557 pupils registered as of September 1956. During the 
school year these pupils were checked by the School Nurse, 
Health Records made of each child and the parents notified of any 
defects found. 

Six Infant and Pre-school clinics were held in April. One 
hundred seven children were given physical examinations by Dr. 
Smolinski assisted by Mrs. June Kelley, Public Health Nurse and 
Mrs. Esther Nelson, School Nurse. Thirty-five Small-pox vaccin- 
ations, 3 re-vaccinations, 21 first immunizations for diptheria, 
tatanus and small-pox, 12 second immunizations and 12 third 
immunizations were given. 

Salk Polio Vaccine was offered to all children at age two 
months through fourteen years. Later the age limit was raised 
from two months through nineteen years. In June first Salk 
Vaccine immunizations were given to 136 persons, 114 school 
children and 22 pre-school children. 

On July 12 and 13 a Polio Clinic was held for first and second 
shots given to 256 school children and 134 pre-school children. 
In October another clinic was held with 142 children receiving 
the innoculations. 

Doctors assisting at these clinics were F. J. Smolinski, Emily 
Perkins and Albert Fregosi assisted by Public Health nurses Mrs. 
Orphia Sullivan, Miss Agnes McElroy, Mrs. June Kelley and Mrs. 
Esther Nelson, School Nurse. Other nurses were Mrs. Stanley 
Farrell and Mrs. Donald Brown. Helpers were Mrs. Patrick 
Costello, Mrs. Andrew Smyrski, Mrs. Frank Bruno, Mrs. John 
Clark, Mrs. Robert Turner, Mrs. John Krystofik and Mrs. Ig- 
nace Kruszewski. Lollipops were furnished by the American 
Legion. 

Three school clinics were held in November, two at Main 
Street School and one at St. Stanislaus School. Dr. Smolinski was 
the examining physician assisted by Mrs. Orphia Sullivan and 
Miss Elsbeth Neuser, Public Health Nurses and Mrs. Esther 
Nelson, School Nurse. Seventy-fourr children received physical 
examinations. There were 10 small-pox vaccinations, 2 re-vaccin- 
ations and 12 immunizations for diptheria and tetanus. Twelve 
second immunizations for diptheria and tetanus were given with 
49 children receiving booster shots and 38 Salk Polio vaccine in- 
noculations were also given. 
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To date 7S6 Salk Polio Vaccine innoculations have been 
given. There were a number of cases of Measels, Mumps and 
Chicken-pox. 

The Parent-Teachers Association again offered Vitamins to 
the Public School children. Pupils at St. Stanislaus school also 
received the Vitamins that were paid for by the children. Glasses 
were furnished to two children through the Association of the 
Blind in Burlington and several other children needing glasses 
have procured them. One hundred fifty home calls were made by 
the School Nurse and numerous telephone calls besides. Mrs. 
Nelson attended meetings held in Rutland and the October con- 
vention in Burlington.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 

The following report is respectfully submitted to the citizens 
of West Rutland. Most of the major reconditioning plans of the 
School Board, relative to the school building, have been com- 
pleted. Last December the boiler room was cleaned and redecor- 
ated. Looking ahead to further improvements, the board feels 
that its plan to modernize the lighting in the building should be 
continued. They believe that the desks which have been in use 
for many years in the elementary grades should now be replaced. 
During the next few years all the old desks will be replaced by new 
ones. The board has felt for some time that this should be done 
and now are making plans to complete this project. 

There were two changes in the high school faculty this year. 
Miss Aime Walke resigned her position as commercial instructor 
to accept a similar post at Woodstock High School. Mr. Louis 
Cavaliere resigned his position as science instructor to accept a 
position as general science instructor in North Haven Junior High 
School, North Haven, Conn. 

Miss Mary Mulqueen of Rutland, a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Vermont was elected to fill the vacancy in the commer- 
cial department. Miss Mulqueen previously taught commercial 
subjects at. Woodstock. 

Mr. William Timbers of Rutland was elected to succeed Mi-. 
Cavaliere in the science department. Mr. Timbers, a graduate of 
Mount St. Joseph, received his undergraduate degree from St. 
Michael’s College in 1952. After serving with the armed forces 
from 1953 to 1955, he returned to St. Michael’s for graduate study 
and completed work for his Master's Degree in August 1950. Mr. 
Timbers is a science major. 

The West Rutland School Band is directed and instructed 
by Napoleon lanni of Rutland. The band now numbers sixty-five 
members, completely uniformed and equipped. The Glee Club is 
under the direction of Miss Margaret Bliss of the high school 
faculty. 

Activities in which the band took part this year included 
Parent Teachers’ Association Variety show, Ivake Walk, Easter 
Concert, Music Festival at Manchester, All State Festival at 
Burlington and Windsor, Memorial Day. Woodstock Alumni 
Parade, Dairy Festival Parade. High School graduation program, 
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class night, Legion Carnival, Assumption Day Parade, Shrine 
Football game at Manchester, N. H., borne football games and 
pep rallies, Veteran’s Day ceremonies and a Christmas Concert. 

The Parent Teachers’ Association is sponsoring the hot lunch 
program again this year. The type of lunch is Class A, but the 
cost to the students has been increased to twenty cents and to 
thirty-five cents for adults. The mothers of the children assist in 
serving. It is only through this assistance that the program has 
functioned effectively. The PTA also sponsors the milk program. 
Over 200 students have benefited daily by this program. 

The Driver Training course is being continued under the 
direction of Joseph Zawistoski of the High school faculty as in- 
structor. The automobile is supplied by Stowell Corporation of 
Rutland. 

The program consists of five class periods weekly and ten 
hours of actual driving instmetion. This phase of the program is 
from 3:15 to 5:15 P. M. daily. 

The program of renting modern business machines such as an 
electric typewriter, adding machine and dictaphone is being con- 
tinued again this year. 

The school bus schedule follows the same schedule as in 
other years. Two trips are made each morning to Whipple Hollow 
and Pleasant Street, Clarendon Avenue and Route 4. The latter 
route is divided into two separate trips to prevent too large a 
number of students being carried at one time. The same schedule 
is followed each afternoon in returning the children to their homes. 

The library reference material has been improved with the 
addition of several reference volumes. It is planned that suitable 
reference material will be added each year and the school board 
allocated 8400 annually for this expense. 

In the laboratory sciences, such as chemistry, the length of 
the class period has been extended to ninety minutes to comply 
with State Department of Education regulations. 

In the field of guidance, Francis Robillard, English instructor 
was appointed part-time guidance counselor. Mr. Robillard fitted 
himself professionally by pursuing courses in summer sessions at 
St. Michael’s College where he completed work for his Master's 
Degree. He also took extension courses in Rutland offered by the 
University of Vermont. Mr. Robillard spends two periods each 
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day to the guidance program. Up to the present time the follow- 
ing has been in effect : The guidance program consists of individual 
meetings of students with the guidance director for the purpose of 
analyzing the student's courses of study, his rate of progress, dis- 
cussion of his post-high school plans and planning next year’s 
curriculum for those students in the three low er classes. By the 
first of January, all students of the four classes had met once v ith 
the guidance officer. A daily schedule of appointments is listed on 
the bulletin board and notes the date and time for each student’s 
appointment. Should a student be absent from school on the 
appointed day, his meeting is re-scheduled. It is felt that the pub- 
lished appointment list should be sufficient for the students and 
that it is their responsibility to note the time of the appointment. 
The guidance office is open daily from 8:30 a. m. until 9:45 a. m. 
and from 3:15 until 4 p. m. Any student who w ishes more con- 
sultations during a semester may do so by merely arranging a 
specific time. Due to the increased enrollment and the limited 
times each day allocated to the guidance program, it w ill be poss- 
ible for the counselor to meet with each student only once each 
semester. 

By mid-December all freshmen and sophomores were given 
the Terman-McNemear Intelligence Test. These were limed tests 
and the IQ's and percentile ranks were recorded according to 
national standards. Mach student's score is entered in his per- 
sonal folder. This folder also contains an anecdotal record of the 
personal interview and the official transcript of his scholastic 
record. The same test will be given again next year to the sopho- 
mores and will indicate the rate of achievement over the first year. 

During the second semester, interviews with college prepara- 
tory seniors will be to aid them in selecting schools they plan to 
attend. Job placement possibilities will be investigated for the 
commercial seniors. Freshmen, sophomores and juniors will be 
assisted in the proper selection of courses of study to be followed 
next year. 

The juniors and seniors are taking a battery of Differential 
Aptitude Tests which serve as outstanding measures of rate of 
progress in general know ledge, basic skills and in specific subject 
matter fields. The complete DAT battery includes Spelling, 
Sentence Sense, Verbal Reasoning, Abstract Reasoning, Mechan- 
ical Reasoning, Clerical Speed and Accuracy and Numerical 
Ability. 

Through the cooperation of the U. S. Employment Service, 
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all commercial seniors were given a general aptitude test series. 
The tests and follow-up interviews were conducted by Miss 
Theresa Bove of the Employment Service. The tests were de- 
signed to indicate each student’s general aptitude, his native 
abilities and point out the areas where he may best be suited. All 
but three of the twenty students tested under this program scored 
below a national average and four students scored several degrees 
above the national average.
